SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last week in my "Sparks" column, I shared 
that one of the hopes for our parish is "Growing 
Our Youth Ministry". There is some interesting 
research supporting strong youth ministry 
programs in parishes. 

In 1996, New Directions in Youth Ministry 
offered the first data on a national level 
specifically on Catholic Youth Ministry. "The 
study is really good news for our church 
because it shows that the adolescents who 
participate in parish youth ministry programs 
identify faith and moral formation as a 
significant contribution to their lives, have a 
profound sense of commitment to the Catholic 
Church, attend Sunday Mass regularly, and 


show continual growth while they remain 
involved in youth programs. These are positive 
signs that the Church's investment in ministry 
with adolescents is making a difference in their 
lives and in the life of the Church". 

Search Institute out of Minneapolis Minnesota 
has surveyed more than a quarter of a million 
adolescents in 450 communities across the 
United States. Search Institute through their 
surveys has identified forty essential building 
blocks or assets for positive adolescent 
development. Something that really strikes me 
in the results of the Search Institute's research is 
that it can have a tremendous impact in the lives 
of our parish, families, schools and communities 
and our young people. 

The research states "that families can be and 
should be the most powerful generators of 
developmental assets; assets are more likely to 
blossom if they are nurtured simultaneously by 
families, schools youth organizations, 
neighborhoods, religious institutions, health 
care providers and in their informal settings in 
which adults an youth interact; everyone in the 
community has a role to play". (Renewing the 
Vision Document pages 6-7). 

This research calls all of us to work together 
as a parish community in a comprehensive way 
to touch the hearts of our young people as we 
walk with them as Disciples of Christ.
